We  finally  did  it!  Yes,  we  finally  did  it!  After 
weeks  of  planning,  talking,  meeting,  and  writing,  we 
finally  had  our  Centennial  Project.  And  Lucas  lived  it. 

First  of  all,  we  had  our  super-long  Centennial 
Assembly.  During  this  assembly  Mr.  E.  Chrisjohn,  a 
counsellor  for  the  Oneida  Youth  Council,  spoke  to  us. 
The  picture  on  the  right  shows  him  speaking,  while 
the  picture  on  the  left  shows  him  standing  beside  a 
projection  of  a  "Friendship  Ring."  This  symbol,  which 
Mr.  Chrisjohn  designed  himself,  especially  for  us,  was 
taken  from  the  design  on  an  old  Indian  wampum  belt. 
The  old  symbol  consisted  of  two  parallel  lines,  repre- 
senting two  distinct  and  separate  communities  or 
tribes,  while  ours  represents  the  two  communities, 
(Indian  and  non-Indian),  each,  nonetheless,  retaining 
its  own  identity.  This  was  the  theme  of  our  Centennial 
Project.
